ion  of  18,859  there  were  5912  inhabited  houses  giving  an  average  1; 
number  of  persons  per  ho  ise  of  4i»9o-  In  1920  while  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  is  only  increased  by  ZS  the  population  is  greater' 
by  119^  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house^  is  5*2:,. 

Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  66  per  cent  of  the  working  class 
houses  have  only  two  bedrooms  it  has  been  found  for  practical 
purposes  that  any  figure  over  persons  per  house  will  produce 

oVercrowdingo  taking  this  figure  our  present  number  of  houses  ' 
is  sufficient  to  accommodate  a  population  of  18,240,  leaving  a 
balance  of  1,814- requiring  390  more  houses  to  meet  the  existing 
overcrowding  i,e,  equal  to  one— tenth  of  the  present  number  of 
houses  for  immediate  requirements.  Quite  400  houses  intended  for 
one  family  only  are  at  present  occupied  by  2  or  more  families. 


In  dealing  with  oases  of  overcrowding  at  the  present  time  it  too

respecting  choked  drains  and  closets  —  most  of  these 
are  the  waste  water  type  of  closet,  and  the  complaints 
in  a  great  meuwe  are  due  to  neglect  and  abuse  on  the 
tenants  part  especially  in  yearda  cozaaon  to  several 
families  which  are  the  source  of  the  nuisances  complain¬ 
ed  of.

NOTICES.  lUring  the  year  600  preliminary  notices  were  issued 
“ — " dealing  with  various  defects  and  nuisances  inclusive

Statutory  Notices  were  issued  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  chiefly  for  structural  defects  in  dwelling 
houses  defective  ashpits,  privies,  etc.

All  new  oloaets  and  conversions  of  the  existing  privies  are  of 
the  wash  down  tjitpe  or  supplied  with  automatic  flushing  cisterns 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  new  dwelling  houses  will  bo  prov¬
